Hundred and County- Court. Fortunately for Britiſh Hiſtory, and the In- 
veſti; gator of our antient Laws and Cuſtoms, (if our Legiſlature, or the Society 
of Antiquaries, inſtantly embrace the opportunity of having theſe almoſt 
periſhed Rolls decyphered), the Surveys of four Counties, LrxcoLN, Oxronb, 
HUNTINGDON, and CAMzRTDCE, have been diſcovered i in the Records of the 
Tower of London. But many parts of theſe are at preſent almoſt illegible; 
the Parchment and Writing are both brown, only of different ſhades, and being 
in Rolls, not bound in Volumes, as Domeſday, theſe Surveys expoſed conti- 
nually to the air will ſoon periſh, and their loſs may hereafter be juſtly regretted 
by Britons even more than the volumes of Livy.

In the City of Car RRBURY King Edward had :* fifty- one Burgeſſes 
paying Rent, and two hundred and twelve others rendering Suit and Service 
to his Court, and three Mills of forty ſhillings. At the preſent period, the 


Burgeſſes yielding Rent are nineteen. Of the thirty-two: others, eleven of 


their * habitations were deſtroyed in the Foſsè of the City, the Archbiſhop 
has ſeven, and the Abbot of St. Auſtin's fourteen, for exchange of the Caſtle ; 


the two hundred and twelve Burgeſſes, under the immediate juriſdiction of 


the King, continue the fame number; the three Mills produce one hundred and 
eight ſhillings, and the Toll yields ſixty-eight ſhillings. There are eight 
acres of Meadow, which formerly appertained to the 3 Lieutenants of the 
Monarch, they now yield a rental of fifteen ſhillings ; and a thouſand acres 
of unproductive * Wood, which is rented at twenty-four ſhillings. The 
total value under the Confeſſour was fifty-one pounds; it continued at ſuch 
ſum when Haimo Viſcount received it; at the preſent period it is eſtimated 
at fifty pounds, yet its Mayor now pays thirty pounds of pure ſilver, and 
lawful * weight, and twenty-four pounds in tale. Independent of this the

Throughout the whole City of CanTERBuRy the King had Suit and Ser 
vice of Court, except in the diſtricts of the Holy Trinity, and St. Auſtin, 
and Queen Eddiva, and Alnod Cilt, and Sbern Commiſlary, and Seward of 
Chilham. It is! ſettled relative to the high roads that paſs through the City, 


| that whoever commits violence therein ſhall ſatisfy the King. In like manner 
of the high roads without the city, for one league, three perches and three 


feet. If any one therefore in theſe public ways, within the City, or without, 
ſhall dig a trench, or erect a paling, the Officer of the King ſhall follow 
him, whitherſoever he fleeth, and ſhall receive ſatis faction for the King's 


uſe. The Archbiſhop claims the forfeitures in the roads without the City 


on every ſide within his own territories. 
A certain Mayor, in the time of King Edward, by name Bruman, collected 


Cuſtoms from foreign Merchants in the diſtricts of the Holy Trinity and 
St. Auſtin, In the reign of William, this man acknowledged, in the pre- 
ſence of Lanfranc, Archbiſhop, and the Biſhop of Baieux, that he had re- 


ceived them unjuſtly, and ſwore, on the Sacraments, that theſe Churches 


were exonerated from all Cuſtoms in the time of the Confeſſour.

Paſture of Medredive, and the Gardens of Dover render nine ſhillings and four- 
pence, One Paſture in Shebbertwold, fixteen-pence.—S?. Martin's has ten 
Mills and a * half. Their rental is ſeven pounds ; ſuch was their value in 
the days of the Confeſſour, but their laſt eſtimate is twelve pounds, though 
not for the emolument of the Canons. At theſe Mills ſeven Dependants 
reſide, —A Paſture at Short-brook produces two ſhillings, —The Archbiſhop 
receives fifty-five ſhillings each year from this corporate body. In the Land 
held in common by Sz. Martin's there are four hundred acres and a half, 
which make two ſowlings and a half.—This land never paid Cuſtom or 
Tribute, becauſe the twenty-four ſowlings clear every charge.—At Ripple 
there are a hundred acres, which pay their quitrent where they rendered it 
in the reign of Edward.

Herbert Fitz-ivo has given a mark of gold to the Biſhop of Baieux for one 
of their mills, contrary to their will ; Lambard has one mill, Wadard another, 
Ralph Crookthorn a third.

TRE TERRITORx or THE KING, 


In Wocuixces Hundred Kix WiLLiam has ſeventy-five houſes in 
Gildeford o, in which one hundred and ſeventy-five men reſide, In the time 
of King Edward they produced eighteen pounds and three-pence. It is now 
eſtimated at thirty pounds, yet it yields thirty-two pounds. Ralph, Clerk, 
has three of the aforeſaid houſes, where ſix men reſide, and the ſaid Ralph 
has Sac and Soc (or Suit and Service) of them, unleſs the common general 
Land-tax is levied in this diſtrict, from which no man is exempt. If one of 
his Homagers commits any treſpaſs in the village, and eſcapes into his 
Borough ?, the Bailiff of the King receives no forfeiture. But if he was 
challenged in the diſtrict, and found bail for his appearance, then recompence 
is made to the King. Stigand, Archbiſhop, held theſe houſes by ſuch tenure. 

Ralph, Viſcount, has one houſe, which to this day he has held of the 
Biſhop of Baicux. The Jurors teſtify, that it is not attached to any Manour, 
but that the tenant, in the reign of the Confeſſour, gave it to Tovi, the Bailiff 


of the village, as a recompence for a forfeiture.

There is another houſe which the Bailiff of the Biſhop of Baieux holds as 

of the Manour of Bronlei. Relative to this the Jurors of the County affirm, 
that he has no other right to it, except that the Bailiff of the village received 
under his protection a certain widow, whoſe houſe it was, and therefore the 
Biſhop attached it to his Manour of Bronlei, and the King even to this day 
has loſt the cuſtomary ſervices, but the Biſhop has received them. 

The Jurors affirm alſo concerning another houſe, included in Bronlei on 
this account alone, that the Bailiff of that village was a friend of the man's 
who poſſeſſed the houſe, and after his death annexed it to the Manour of 
Bronlei. 

Walerann alſo laid claim to a houſe, of which King Edward had * cuſ- 
tomary Services, againſt a certain Homager. For the preſent Othbert holds 
it with Suit and Service, as he reports, by the authority of King William.

KING WILLTIAu holds Wochinges in Domain. It was a Farm (or Manour) 


of King Edward's. It was then aſſeſſed at fifteen hides and an half. They 


never paid the Land-tax. The arable is ſix plough- lands. There is one 
plough in the demeſne, and thirty-three villains and nine bondſmen having 
twenty ploughs. Here is a Church, to which Oſbern is inducted, a mill of 


eleven ſhillings and four- pence, thirty-two acres of meadow, and a wood of 
one hundred and thirty-three hogs. Walter Fitz-Other holds three roods of 
this diſtrict. A Foreſter held this moiety in the time of King Edward, and 


it was liberated from the juriſdiction of this Manour by King Edward. At 


the preſent period it is not ſtocked with huſbandmen or agricultural imple- 
ments. * In the reign of the Confeſſour and ſubſequently it was valued at 
fifteen pounds in rale, it is now eſtimated at fifteen pounds of lawful money 
of juſt weight, and twenty-five ſhillings to the Viſcount.—The King holds 
Stoche in Domain. It was a Farm of King Edward's. It was then aſſeſſed 
at ſeventeen hides, but they are exempt from the Land-tax. The arable is.

Here are five Miniſters, two mills "uf twenty-five ſhillings, ſixteen acres of 


meadow, and a wood of forty hogs, which is in the Royal Park. In the 
reign of the Confeſſour and ſubſequently it was valued at twelve pounds, it 


is now eſtimated at fifteen pounds, yet the tenant pays fifteen pounds of lawful 


money of juſt weight, and the Viſcount receives twenty-five ſhillings. 


In BRIxISTAN Hundred The King holds Bermundeſye. Earl Harold held 


it. It was then aſſeſſed at thirteen hides, it is now rated at twelve. The 
arable is eight plough-lands. There is one plough in the demeſne, and 
twenty-five villains and thirty-three bondſmen have four ploughs. Here a 
new and beautiful Church is erected, and there are twenty acres of mcadow, 
and a wood yielding five hogs of pannage, thirteen 4 Burgeſſes in Lonvon, 


i Theſe Burgeſſes were the Sons or Deſcendants of Villains ſent from this Manour, and their 
houſes appertained to the King as its Lord.

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producing forty- four pence, appertain to this Manour. In the reign of King 
Edward it was valued at fifteen pounds, and ſuch ſum it now pays, and the 


Viſcount receives twenty ſhillings. The Earl of Moreton has one hide which, 
in the reign of the C onfeſſour, and ſubſequently, was a portion of this 
Manour. The King holds Mererone. Earl Harold held it. It was then 
aſſeſſed at twenty hides, and at ſuch quantity it is now rated. The arable is 
twenty-one plough-lands. There are two ploughs in the demeſne, and fifty- 
fix villains and thirteen bondſmen have eighteen ploughs. Here is a Church, 
two mills of ſixty ſhillings, ten acres of meadow, and -a wood of eighty 
hogs.
